Clews in Green Murder Case Lead 


NEGRO WOMAN IS DRAWN IN. 


Lived in Mysterious Luxury—Mistaken 
_ Identity Urged as Reason. — 


-weven as the strangest mingling of the high 
world and the half world in the pages of 
Dumas is the web unrolled today when the 
story behind the murder of Andrew.H. Green 
by Cornelius the negro, was drawn 
from the histories of those whose names 
were mentioned in connection with the crime. 
High and low, near and far, ran the threads | 
that crossed and récrossed. Some reached 
to men whose places in the city’s political and 
industrial development apparently are so «x- 
alted as to ‘Hft them above police investiga- 
tion. Others descended to walks so humble 
that ft seemed impossible that the more dis- 
tinguished actors in the tragedy’s prologue 
eould have known anything of them: 


- Woman Increases. Complications. 
Bessie Davis, the woman on whose account 
Williams said he shot Green, was found, and 
when her biography was incorporated in the 
story the compiications increased. 
The extent of her influence on the lives of 
men is shown by the luxury in which she 
lived in her beautiful. house at 236 Centra/ 
Park West, to which she climbed from pov- 
erty, and in which she moved without visi- 
ble source of income. There, as Hannah 
Elias, she dwelt in a home that many of the 
rich might envy, and was the sensation of 
the people of the neighborhood, who, igno- 
rant of the strain in her biood, took her for 
a wealthy Cuban or Mexican. The question 
of who paid for all that—who supplied the 
rich furniture and hangings, the wages of 
the French maid, the Chinese cook, the Jap- 
anese butler, and the coachman, claimed 
much attention from those who sought to 
solve the mystery.

Father Cirringione. received the first 
threatening letter on Oct. 28. It read, so far

perous. Go to a point in Bronx park three 
miles from your home and meet there a 
masked man. If you don't bring $3,000 with 
you and pay it to him you know the conse-

COLOMBIA PAYS THE PENALTY. 

Nations which lack common sense and 
make mistakes cannot hope to escape un- 
punished, France unwisely made war on 
Germany and paid a heavy penalty. Spain 
persistently denied even a barely de- 
cent government, and lost that island and 
the Philippines. Cdlombia has treated the 
isthmus in a stepmotherly fashion. Its in- 
habitants have beén. denied their rights, 
Their interests heve been sacrificed to those 
of a conuscienceless clique far away in 
Bogota. They have rebelled often and 
sometimes have had a brief tenure of inde- 
pendence. Colombia has not merely mis- 
governed the isthmus but it hae played fast 
aud loose with the United States, which is 
a more serious matter from the American 
point of view. 

The latest Panama revolution will be the 
last one. Colombia has made ‘a final, ir- 
reparable error, and the retributive justice 
which punishes the sins of nations has 
visited her. It is reported that the Colom- 
bian government is equipping a great army 
which is to march upow Panama and per- 
form glorious exploits. It is to be expected 
that the Colombians will bluster and that 
they will swear to shed the last drop of their 
patrietic blood in the defense of national 
honor. The air will echo with cries, of 
“Death to the Yankees!” If the disap- 
pointed blackmailers who rule over the 
ignorant Colombians come to their senses 
they will do nothing. Colombia is a bank- 
rupt state. Its currency is about on a par 
| with that of, the confederacy towards the. 
| close of the war. Its army is made. up 
largely of impressed boys. It might over- 
whelm the isthmians if they were friendless, 
but they are under the wings of the Ameri- 
can eagle. 

The United. States is on the isthmus, 
There it will stay and build the interoceanic 
canal, which will give western Europe and 
the eastern part; of this country a short cut 
to China and Japan. There has been made 
public what the president would have said 
to congress about the canal question if the 
‘rebellion—eyvidently unexpected by him at 
the time he wrote—had not broken out. One 
passage from his intended message reads: 
“This nation cannot and will not permit 


one of the great world highways of traffic, 
and refusal to permit the building of the 
canal amounts to such obstruction.” 

This is no new doctrine. It is an old 
American doctrine, enyneiated forty-five 
yéars ago by Gen. Lewis Cass, then secre- 
tary of state and afterwards democratic 
candidate for the presidency.

Gen. Grosvenor has’ retntroduced ‘Hits dill 
for the federal inspection and taxation of 
mixed woolen goods, Manufacturers and 
‘dealers in mixed goods must pay license 
taxes and their goods must be prop- 
erly tagged so that the purchaser will know 
he is not buying an all wool fabric, but some- 
thing which is part cotton, hair, or jute.»

‘an abundance of work for federal inspectors. 
Few people have a clear idea of the quan- 
tity of materials other than wool used by the 
manufacturers of woolens. - In the census 
year 1900 they used 394,300,000 pounds of 
wool, 108,000,000 pounds of cotton, and 40,- 
000,000 pounds of jute and ramie. The. 
cotton planters contributed a little over 
one-fifth of the manufacturers’ materials. 
‘It dt were not for the employment of s0- 
ealled adulterants ip largé quantities the 
clothing of the people would cost them much 
niore than it does, 8. D. N. North did not 
exaggerate when he said in his report on the 
woolen industry:: “ The mixture of cotton 
and cotton yarn with wool has made possible 
| the: production of soft, lightweight fabrics 
welf ‘adapted for use where lightness, mod- 
erate warmth, and‘low cost are desired, and 
consequently the people are better clad thay 
before these combinations were devised.” | 

The use of mercerized cotton as a substi- 
tute for wool has increased considerably 
since the census year. Cotton which h 
been treated with caustic soda is so modifi 
and improved that goods woven from it ac 
quire a luster similar and not much inferior 
to that of silk. English manufacturers have 
nade worsted. goods out. of mercerized cot: 
ton alone which so closely resembled a wool- 
en fabric as to deceive the experts. Ameri. 
cin manufact are imitating ‘them,’ 
They are putting on the market lightweight 
evercoats which have not a particle of 
in them.

« PURITANS AND PROGRESS. 
_ What this country 
it had contained only Puritan element. 
one chn guess from the colonial letters 
which the Boston Transcript occasionally 
publishes. When the Puritans came to this 
country they represented not the whole 
range of English life in all its. variety, but 
' just one social and religious segment. Each 
y Puritan who came to America had.social. 
and religious ideas approximately identical. 
with . those of the Puritan who had come 
over in the last ship and with those of the 


one., 

The consequence was that since the toni 
tation of people about you is the strongest 
force.in human life, the Puritan community 
in New England, as that great philosopher, 
Bagehot, long ago pointed out, was a com- 
munity of one type and a community -in 
which, since there was no other type to imi- 
tate, variety became impossible, In Sparta 
governmental regulations made all citizens 
alike. . In. New England the absence of 
varied types and the social pressure of imita- 
tion which makes everybody conform to his 
_environment+produced a type so singularly 
unique thet it will always have a separate 
place in the history of the world. 

In letter recently published in the Tran-. 
script Mrs. Moses Gill of Boston. writing 
to Sally Burr,Aaron Burr’s sister, under the 
date Dec. 26, 1766, remarks that “ it is a 
comfortable thing to have the good will and 
esteem of mankind. It is necessary to make 
us useful in the world. We can’t expect to 
be serviceable withont it,” 

There you have the matter in a nutshell. 
Tn a community of.one type, when you try 
to get the esteem yf mankind, you are foreed 
to get the esteem of one type. There is no 
other type to which to conform and from 
which you may expect countenance aud 
favor. 

If only Puritans had come to this country | 
and we had built the country up on one 
type, there can be little donbt but that 
pragress in the ordinary sense of the world 
would have been much slower. Imitation 
is the conservative force. Deviation is the 
progressive force. Many types finally came 
to this country. The Puritan was not left I 
alone conforming to himself and keeping 
society in his own invariable image. Bach 
type brought with it a new model for imita- 
tion, and the more models there were the 
greater opportunity there was for choice. 
American society thereupon began to as- 
sume the variety, the flexibility, and the 
spontaneity which is its main characteristic. 

This process has been accentuated and ac- 
celerated in recent years,- Every possible 
Buropean type is now represented among 
us. This means not only that we have more 
models for imitation, and therefore a-greater 
panorama of social scenery, but also that 
when @ young man grows up in a country 
of so many types he perceives that no type 
is in iteelf perfect, and he is relieved from 
that slavery of imitation which crystallizes 
society into a static, unprogressive form, 

Out of our present potpourri of types 
there comes n veritable ferment of change. 
America cannot, help progressing faster 
than the rest’ of the world. It illustrates 
Bagehot’s law. It gives itself so many types 
to imitate that the utifying:power of imita- 
tion is thwarted for awhile and society 
moves on through the chemica! energy gen- 
erated from. mixtute.

Henry Pillsbury, the champion chess 
player of America, and the greatest “ blind- 
fold’ player on record, recently eclipsed all 
previous records by playing “ blindfolded er 
twenty-two games simultaneously, during 
which time he did not see any of the boards. 
In every instance the moves of his oppo- 
nents were repeated to him and he directed 
those of his own men, relying solely upon 
his memory for the positions of the pieces. 
This was the young champion's third match 
of the kind in a week and the second in less 
than twenty-four hours. | 
Smokes Cigars Constantly. 
‘Cigars played an important part in Pills- 
bury’s performance. Puffing away with a 
nervous eagerness that in a few minutes re- 
duced the weed to an inch butt he would draw 
a fresh one from his pocket, light it at the 
old one, and go on smoking and announcing 
moves. In this way he consumed at least a 
score of cigars before the end of the contest. 
“This expert of the ancient game won the 
championship of his own country not long 
ago, and that of the world is now his goal, 
which he is in fair way to achieve, as a match

“Sound” System of Memory. 
“TI first tried the blindfold game in 1804 


‘and believed that it was wortlt while study- 


ing. The usual methods of memory training 
are two—sound and visual. I found that 
sound was more reliable and quicker, and 
perfected it. Then I went into the game 
again and quickly worked up until I played 
seventeen simultaneous games. Later, in 
Philadelphia, about three years ago, I broke 
the record, until last December, when I 
played my twenty-two games at the Moscow 
tourney. Of these I won seventeen, drew 
four, and lost one."’ 

“Do you not find that the concentration 
of thought necessary to carry on many 
games at once exhausts you?’ he was asked. 

“Not to any great extent.” he replied. 
“This is due to training. If the brain is 
properly trained it does not unduly tax it to 
remember. If I feel tired I rest myself by 
dealing a few hands at bridge whist and 
playing them myself, like solitaire, and then 
I am thoroughly rested and ready for bed. 
I have never suffered from insomnia in my 


Studies Lete at Night. 

“1 do my studying lete at night, say from 
10.p. m. to 2 or 3 a. m., and I find it much 
better than studying early in the day.” 

As he walked to his chair at the beginning 
of the recent match, Pilisbury cast a casual 
glance at the twenty-two boards. 

“TJ notice that the king and queen are mis- 
placed on three of the tables,” he announced 
ae he sat down. 

The necessary changes had hardly been 
made before Pillsbury lt his first cigar and 
¢ 

That his task was no light one will be seen 
when it ie taken into consideration that in 
the early stages of the contest Pillsbury was 
obliged to carry in his mind the positions' of 
704 pieces. 

Mr. Pillsbury is only 30'years of age, and 
life career as a chess player is still young. 

The most remarkable part of his-recent 
feat is the fact that he has greatly shortened 
the time of play. It took Dr. Zukertort two 
Gays; playing from twelve to sixteen hours 
Gaity, to complete his sixteen games. Mr. 
Pilisbury played his twenty in this country 
in seven hours and twenty-five minutes, and 
Kis matchless achievement last December 
in nine hours and fifty-five 


Began When 16 Years Old. 
A chess tourney held in New York in 1290 


first attracted Mr. Pillsbury to the game. 
Hie was then 16 years old. For several years 


_he played for amusement, and then the fasci- 


nation of the game gréw upon him so that 
he concentrated his attention upon jt and 
became in a short time ene of America’s 
foremost players. 

During his short but brilliant career he 
has faced the greatest players the worid has 
ever known, and hie skill has won for him 
the admiration and respect of such men as 
Steinitz (now deceased), Tschigorin, Janow- 
ski, Schlechter, Maroezy, Lasker, Marshall, 
end Tarrasch. Today Dr. Lasker, the world’s 
champion since he wrested it from Steinits; 
Tarrasch, and Pillsbury form a class by 
themselves which no others have yet been 
to enter. 

At the congress of the world’s chess mas- 
ters held some time ago at Monte Carlo Pills- 
bury, the greatest blindfold player who ever 
lived, easily stood out the most conspicuous 
chess expert of the day. 


Holds His Own with Champion. 


Hie general position in tournament play. 
has been second only to Dr. Lasker. In fact, 
in their personal encounters over the boards, 
Pillebury has held his own with the present 
world’s chempion. Pillebury’s friends be-. 
lieve he is the only player living that can pos- 
sibly beat Lasker. His victory over the lat- 
ter in Nuremberg in 1806 stands as a monu- 

‘ment of chess. 

He cannot explain the reason for his mar- 
yelous powers, but says that when the move 
of a player is announced he immediately 
receives a vivid mental photograph of it,

PLANS GHECK ON RATES 


INTERSTATE BOARD SEEKS ONLY 
TO STOP ADVANCES. ; 


Tacties at Hearing of Railroads Show 
Object of Investigation Is to Keep 
Lineh from Imereasing Freight 
Tariffs and Not to Osuse Reduction 
im Present Schedules—Expect At- 
tempt at Change on Jan. 1—Witness 
Admits Work Was Concerted. 


i developed at yesterday's hearing before 
the interstate commerce commission that the 
real object of the inquiry into freight rates 
to southwestern and western points ts not 
to establish the fact that the advanced rates 
are excessive, but to prevent the railroads 
from making further advances. 

The. questions by the commisesfoners indi- 
cated that they believed the western roads 
comtemplated another big advance in the 
rates to and from all western points, to 
take effect Jan. 1. They tried to establish 
the fact that present rates are sufficiently 
high to allow the roads a large profit ona 
fair capitalization, and that higher rates 
could not be maintained except through an 
illegal combination. 

‘ Admits Work Was Concerted. 

_J. ¥, Holden, freight traffic manager of the 
Rock Island, was the first witness to take 
the stand. He practically admitted that the 
advance in rates to Texas points was accom- 
plished after several conferences of traffic 
officials. 

When asked why the roads did not ad- 
vance the rates to Colorado and other points 
at the same time, Mr. Holden replied they 
“had not got that far yet,”’ and intimated 
that a general advance was contemplated. 
Texas rates, he said, are lower now than 
rates to Colorado points. Mr. Holden showed 
that the short line mileage from Chicago to 
Denver is 1,084, and the first class rate is 
$2.0, while from Chicago to San Antdcnio, 
1,443 miles, the first class rate is only $1.57. 
On a mileage parity, he said, the rate to San 
Antonio would be $2.78. He considered an 
advance in the rates warranted by the large 
increase in wages and in the cost of opera- 


tion. 
Alleges Rate Was Too Low. 


Assistant General Auditor Balley of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé system 
quoted from the reports of his company to 
show rates to Texas points were not suffi- 
ciently remunerative before the advance was 
made. The operating expenses of connect- 
ing lines, he said, had largely increased, and 
the company's officials decided they had as 
much right as any one else to share in the 
country’s prosperity. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Baliley’s testimony 
Chairman Knapp announced that the com- 
mission would take no further evidence for 
the present, but that ft may be found ad- 
visable to reopen the case in the near future. 
He also declared the commission could not 
remain until next week to take up the in- 
quiry into the advance in grain rates from 
the Missouri river to Chicago, which was 
echeduled for this session. Another date 
will be set. 

Think Advance Is Checked. 

The general opinion is that the pian of the 
railroads to make another advance in freight 
rates throughout the west has been frue- 
trated by this investigation. There has been 
no complainant apparent in this case, and 
the commission asserts it has made the in- 
quiry of its own volition. 

The fact that the steel and iron industries 
have been compelled to reduce wages and 
the price of their products on account of the 
faNing off of business is thought to be a 
reason that will prevent any attempt to 
make a further advance in freight rates for 
some time to come.

‘TURKEYS SCARCE AND DEAR 


IS THANKSGIVING PREDICTION. 


Only Consolation of Gobbler Consumers 
Ig That Cranberries and Other “Trim- 
mings” Will Be Plentiful afd Cheap. 


Thanksgiving turkeys will cost consumers 
much more than they did last year, according 
to South Water street dealers. 

The opinion is based on reports from re- 
liable dealers throughout the sections which 
supply the Chicago market. In some parte 
of Indiana, Missouri, and Tennessee the tur~- 
key crop almost has been a failure, owing 
to the wet weather prevailing when the birds 


\ were young, which is fata] to a large per- 


‘centage of the hatch. In parts of Illinois, 
Wisconsin, and Iowa there is a similarity 
of conditions, and conservative dealers esti- 


mate the shortage of the present crop, as 


compared with that of last year, at fully 40 
per cent, | 

The quality of receipts now is superior to 
that. of 1902. Prices are considerably ad- 
vanced, as compared with those of the first 
half of last November. The average now is 


‘from 15 to 16 centa wholesale, against. 12% 


cents as a fair average then. The general 
opinion among the principal dealers is that 
prices will range from 18 cents to 19 cents, 
with choice birds bringing 20. cente at 
Thanksgiving. 

No full car lots are being received, while 
during the first two weeks of last November 
many car lots came in and some poor stock 
sold as low as 8 cents a pound. 

Yesterday a car iot, held in Omaha for the 
Chicago market, was offered at 14 cents in 


‘the Nebraska city, which would mean 15 


cents to the local dealer. 

Altogether the situation indicates an ad- 
vance of from 25 to 80 per cent over the prices 
last year. The only consolation to con- 
sumers lies in the fact that the birds are 
certain to be of fine quality, and the accom- 
paniments to the Thanksgiving dinner will 
be on the market In abundance and at rea- 
sonable prices.
